Combination matching 


In combination matching, rule-based and weighted-scoring methods are combined. A no 
match can be determined by the similarity score of any criterion equal to or lower than the no 
match score. However, the only way a match determination can be made is when a no match 
has not been determined and the total contribution score is greater than or equal to the 
weighted match score. A match can never be based on any individual elements, only the 
weighted score of all of them, provided that ano match determination has not been made.
